welfare of neighbors. The owner of land 
may therefore use water which perco- 
lates through his soil in a reasonable 
manner and to a reasonable extent for 
his own benefit on that land, but he must 
not withdraw it for distribution or sale 
elsewhere if thereby bis neighbors are 
deprived of their natural use of it.

similar principle has hitherto been pro- 
pounded in respect to surface streams.

of divorce in the I'nited States cannot 
be attributed to the influence of aliens. 
It must be recognized as one of the de- 
velopments of national life for which 
the native-born American must accept 
responsibility, if statistics are to be be- 
lieved. 
Tn the Delineator, Charles A. 


Ellwood, professor of sociology. Univer- 
sity of Missouri, snys: 


"Divorce is not nn evil which the for- 


eign born and the negro Imvc- brought 
to us, for it especially characterizes the 
native 
white, 
thnt 
is, 
pre-eminently 


American element in the population. 
It 


is about twice as high among the native 
whites as among the foreign-born. 
This 


leads one to suspect, that divorce ha.s 
something to do with the individualism 
of- tho"Am*rican ]>coplc. the tendency 
among us for each one to do us he 
pleases, to be a law unto himself. This 
is borne out by the fact that in those 
sections of the country in which indi- 
vidualism' is most highly developed, the 
divorce-'is highest, namely in New Eng- 
land and the western .states.
